The Politico-Military Division (PMD) of the Studies, 
Analysis and Gaining Agency (SAGA) of the Organization 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has tasked Computer 
Sciences Corporation (CSC) to conduct a Data Retrieval 
Systems/Data Bank Survey.
